‘ by Perfons of Quali:y, and Gentlemen of di- 
* fingvifhed Rank: A higher Injury cannor be 
« done to ‘Vien of Honour, than to account them 
«the Writers of low Scandal, infamous Lyes, 
« Pervetfion, and falfe Application of Hiftory, 
sopen Affronts to his Majefty’s Minifters of 
‘ Seset, unnatural CenftruGtions and Inferences 
«from modern Occurrences, monftrous Compa- 
«tifons, &c. with fuch Trafh and Villainy chofe 
« Papers are generally made up. For my own 
« pat, I believe the faid Letters have been 
« wrote by Popih Priefts, Facobites, Lawyers with- 
+ out. Prattice, unclteemed Poets, and Perfons 
« dilappointed in obtaining Employments ; whofe 
« Aims and Ends are to deftroy the Eftablifhed 
«Religion and Civil Liberties of the Good 
«People in Great Britain. 


* You fay, Sir R—— W— hath abun- 
«dance of Enemics: It hath been very rarely, 
“if ever, kaown, that a Man poflefied of the 
‘high Station he isin, without having Enemies 
‘in abundance. I thiak neverthele{s, it may 
* be faid very truly, That his Friends are more 
‘numerous than his Adverfaries, enjoy larger 
‘Fortunes, have more Influence, and grearer 
‘Intereft in the Nation. It is well known that 
* the Ditaffeéted to the Aing, and Proteftant Re- 
‘ Jigion, ave Sir R's inveterate Enemies ; which 
‘confirms my Belicf that he is moft faithfully 
*atrached to hisMajefty’s Service, and the In-

* I do not remember, in the laft two Years,

* reign and Domeftick Enemies; the Men are 
* under fuch an excellent Regulation, and ftriét 
* Difcipline, that very feldom any of them com- 
« mit Crimes, or are guilty of Diforders. Our 
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« little Army can never prove prejudicial to the 
« Nation, whilft the Officers continue to be of

‘the beft Families, (as now they are) and the 
* common Soldiers Proteftants. 
* You fuppofe there are at this time too many 
* Employments, that fome of them fhould be 
* ftcuck off the Eftablifhment, to fave the Nation 
: unneceffar ag This is a Matter of too 
great Confequence for me to give an Opinion 
‘upon. Burt, if the Truth could be known, we 
*fhould find that the Mivifter’s bitreref Op- 
‘ponents are fo, becaufe he hag not Places to 
* give them, fuitable to what théy fuppofe due 
‘to their Merit. The Want of Preferment was 
* the true Caufe that firft made many Gentlemen 
* declare themfelves his Enemias, If he has done 
* any thing amifs, why do nof thoft chat know 
‘it publifh the fame under their real Names ? 
* Are unknown Men to be ctedited, that write 
‘the moft malicious and {Candalops Javeétives 
‘ and Scurrilities, fome to ferve the Pope, and his 
‘ Penftoner the Pretender, otlvers to gratify ¢ 
‘Spleen, and to be revenged for Difappeinr- 
* ments? Whatever tends to theKeproach, €ven 
* of a private Man, fhould be well proved, be 
‘ fore it obtains Credit ; if fo, how much more 
‘ought we to reject and defpife the various 
‘ Weekly Calumnits publithed againft che Miniftry 
* without Proofs? . 
* You complain that Lands in your Neigh- 
* hourhood fall in Value, and the Kents are not 
* well paid. Certain it is, that Meadow end 
« Pafture Lands will not lett for fo much as they 
‘did in Times paft ; becaule prodigious large 
« Traéts of hitherto berren Grounds, in late 
‘ Years have been broke up and improved in 
* fuch manner that by proper Methods of Hus- 
* bandry their Values are greatly advanced, and 
* thofe Lands produce vaft Quantities of Corn ; 
‘and, by Turnips and artificial Grafs, fatten 
* Multitudes of Cattle and Sheep. Much Tillage 
* Common Field Land bas been enciofed and 
‘ laid down in Pafture, to the great Benefit of 
© the Owners; infomuch that it is allowed Eng- 
* land doth at this Time produce a Third more 
* of Wool than it did forty Years paft, which 
* is the true Reafon that the Price thereof is fo 
* much fallen. But what is this to the Miniftry ? 
‘They cannot hinder Men that have poor 
* Grounds from improving them ; neither are 
‘they impswered to fet a Price upon Corn, 
* Fleth, Wool, or other Commodities this K ing- 
* dom yields ; the Markets are free, and open to 
* all Men. 
‘You lament the Lofs of our Trade to 
* Jurky, and other Countries. I think there is 
¢ Reafon to believe the Trade of this Nation is 
‘ as great, and upon as good a Footing, as it ever 
‘was: The Turky Trade fuffered fome Diminu- 
‘ tion during the War the Turks carried on againft 
‘the Perfians; but fince the Re-eftablifhment 
‘of Peace between thofe Powers, is again be- 
‘ come as confiderable as before that War. By 
* the lat Treaty of Commerce with Refia, our 
* Trade is much increefed in that Empire, and 
* our Nation tecome the moft efteemed and fa- 
« voured ; which we ought gratefully to acknow- 
‘ledge was cffeéted by bis Majelty’s Wifdom 
«and Goodnefs, and the Diligence and Care of 
«the Miniftry. The Countries that border upon 
« the Baltick do not take off fo many of our Cloths 
‘ now as formetly, becaufe the Kings of Denmark, 
‘ Sweden, and Pruffia, have fet up Woolen Ma- 
‘ nufatures in their refpective Dominions. The 
‘ People of Condition in Switzerland, and other 
« Alpine Regions, generally wear Englih Cloth, 
« which, it is hoped, makes up the Dehciency in 
« our Exports of thofe Goods to. the Baltick. 
* I have not heard our Trade leffens in Ports. 
« gal, Spain, Italy, Germany, or Africa; theretore 
g eK 5. - 
« conclude itis as confiderable art this rime, as 
‘ ever, or rather has increafed in thefe Countries, 
« which is moft probable. 





‘ Tue Britid Plantations in America purchase 
* great Quantities of all the Sorts of Goods ma- 
* nufactured and made in this Kingdom; and, 
‘as the Inhabitants there increafe yearly, the 
* Demands for Englifb Commodities will increafe 
* in proportion. 

. Sous Sorts of Woolen Goods do not fell 
* fo well as formerly, viz. Bays, Says, Duroys, 
* Welt-C White and Mixed Serges, &c. 
‘The Reafon is, that new Kinds of Serges, 
* Druggets, Baragons, Stuffs, of Wool, Cotron, 
* and mixed Marerials, have been fo well made, 
* that moft People ufe them. Broad Cloths, and 
* other fubftantial Woolen Goods, bear as good 
‘ Prices as formerly, though much greater Quan- 
* tities are now w tand vended, 

© Ta & Silk Manufacture is brought to fach 
* Perfection in London, that it equals, if not ex- 
‘ vr, that of rel nes 

‘In England is ¢ as il-Cloth as* 
* any in the World. = 

‘ The Paper-makers were fo much favoured 
‘and encouraged in the luft Seffion of Parlia- 
‘ ment, that it is hoped in a very few Years 
* fufficient a ey of Paper will be made to 
* fupply this Nation, and the Colonies thereunso 
* belonging. 

* THE Arts of Cutting and Setting Dia- 
* monds, &c, working in Copper, Brafs, Iron, 
* Steel, Compound Metals, slafs, Shells, and 
* Pebbles, are fo well improved, that the feveral 
‘ Species of Goods made of the aforefaid Ma- 
‘terials and exported, bring in more Profit to 
* this Nation, than the Woolen Manufaétures, 
* including all its Branches. 

‘Traps doth not decreafe in England, but 

* Traders increafe fafler than the Trade: It is 
‘ fappofed there are at this time feven times as 
* many Merchants in and about Londen, as were 
* at the Peace of Utrecl#, and double the Num-. 
‘ber of Shop-Keepers: Therefore it is not to 
‘be wondered at, that Merchants and Shop- 
* Keepers do not gain Money fo falt as tormerly. 
‘The Wages of Journeymen in molt Trad:s 
* and Callings are confiderably advanced ; Ser- 
* vants, aed even Labourers Hire, is rifen all 
* over Angland ; the Middling ‘and Lower Sort 
* of People go better clogthed than in Times 
‘ ft. 
Min the Reign of King Charles II. it was 
* computed that the Dwtch were Owners of as 
‘much Shipping as all the other Nations in 
* Eurcpe put together. Ac this Day it is affirmed 
‘by Men of Knowledge, that the Subjects of 
* Great Britain have cight times as many Ships 
“as the Dutch : It is alfo affirmed that the Num- 
*ber of Ships and other Veffels belonging to 
* the King’s Subjeéts are at this time double in 
‘ Quantity to what they were at the aforefsid 
* Peace. This fhews a gradual Increafe of Trade 
* and Shiping. 

‘Tusre are feveral Caules to be afligned 
‘why the Bufinefs of our Merchants may be 
‘leffened, and yet neither the Nation nor its 
‘ Trade fuffer Lofs; fome of them I will enu- 
* merate : 

‘Tue moft valuable Silks, Ribbands, &c. 
‘ worn in England before the Revolution, were 
‘ imported from Foreign Countries ; very fmall 
* Parcels of thefe' Commodities are now brought 
‘ hither 5 we make enough to ferve ourfelves, and 
‘ fome to fend Abroad. : r 

‘Tue Linnens and: Thread made in North 
‘ Britain and Ireland, which are ufed in England 
“and the Plantations, with the Sail-Cloth, &c. 
‘amount to a confiderable Sum: And great 
* part of the Thread-lace worn of late, is made 
* in che Midland Counties, and Wf of England; 
* Pitch, Tar, Turpentine, and Rice, trom Caro- 
‘ lina. Coftly Toys were wont to be broughe 


‘hither from France and H@lapd, with whith 
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« we are now fo well fapplied by out own Artills, 
‘ as to have no Occafion for fuch Things from 
‘Abroad. I could name feveral other Articles, 
« but omit them, becaufe they will occur to your 
‘ Memory. The Engiih do not at this time im- 
‘ port in Value of Foreign Commodities fo much 
‘as they did before the Revolution, by fome 
* Millions yearly. | 

‘You {ay that it is commonly reported there 
* are Ten » Ser sir Houfts untenanted within 
‘ the Bills of Mortality, and that Hou‘e-Reats 
‘are much fallen. For my own part, I do not 
© believe there are One Thoufand empty Houfes 
© in London, &c. In fome Parts the Rents fall, 
€ and rife in others; which is ufual in all great 
* Cities. I will give you three Reafons to prove 
© that London, and the Piaces included under that 
© Denomination, profper.  Firft, great Numbers 
“of Houfes are every Year built upon new 
“ Foundations: The Second, That whatever 
© old Houfes are pulled down, much better are 
© ereéted in their Places: The third, That 
* Twenty Years paft the Coals brought into the 
“River Thames did not exceed 300000 Chal- 
« dronsycarly ; but now they amount to above 
“600000. Aubndance of Towns in different 
* Parts of Exgland have been enlarged alfo, fince 
* his Majefty came to the Crown. 

* Tam as much affected and grieved as your- 
* felf, that fo many Gentlemen,, defcended from 
® antient Families, have run out their Eftates. If 
® by Building, making Gardens, buying coftly 
6 tenes » Eleétions, Play, too expenfive 
* Living, or any other Caufes, Gentlemen ruin 
* their Fortunes ; who can help it? The Mi- 
“ nifters of State are no way aniwerable for the 
* Follies or Faults of Private Perfons. ‘This is a 
* Country of Liberty; every one may do what 
* he pleafes with his own. 

* No Man has a greater Regard and Refpect 
* for feveral Perfons of DiftinGtion that oppofe 
* the Miniftry, than myfelf ; notwithftanding I, 
“am convinced the Nation is much prejudiced 
* by fuch Oppofition: Therefore fincerely with 
* and defire that the Contefts for the future may 
“be, who fhall honour the King, and promote 
* the Welfare of his Fellow-Subje&ts. Then we 
* fhould be the happieft People, and Great Britain 
* as powerful as any Empire in the World.

| hag ale from Conftantineple mention the 
Execution of the Curtzchy Bachi, who 
was acculed of having had great Intimacy with 
the Kiaga of the Grand Vizier that was be- 
headed in the Army, at the Time of the Prime 
Minifter’s being depofed. This Curtzchy Bachi 
was poflefs'd of an immenfe Eftate, which is con- 
fascated to the Ufe of the Grand Signior. Prince 
Ragotski ftill continues at Conftantinople, where 
he has great Honour paid to him, and a Guard 


of Janiffaries is pofted before the Gate of the 
Palace where he lodges. 





Letters from Turky, by the Way of Warfaw, 
fay, that the Plague is broke out at Bender, and 
commits great Havock there. ; 

They write from Vienna, that its Archbifhop 
the Cardinal de Collonitz has prefented a Me- 
morial to the Emperor, with a Scheme for pre- 
venting the Increafé of the Protetlant Religion 
in the Hereditary Dominions of the Houle of 
Avftria. 

The Secrecy with which the Marriage of 
the King of the ‘T'wo Sicilies with the Princefs 
Royal of Poland, has been negociated fo as not 
to be dilcovered by the great Number of Mi- 
niflers of feveral Courts, who were Spies upon 
every Step taken by the Count de Fuenclara, 
feem’d to give a Sanction to the Sufpicions, that 
the King and Queen of Spain chofe to conceal 
it from political Views of the fame fublime and 
extenfive Nature as all thofe of the Court of 
Madrid have been, or feem'’d to be, for more 
than 20 Years paft In the mean Time, whether 
the Aim of that Court was to confound the Poli- 
ticians, or whether after all there was no Myftery 
in the Matter, the thing that firft gave Occafion 
to this great and unexpected Marriage, is faid to 
be this. 

The Queen of Spain having fent for the 
Piétures of four Princeffes, qualify’d both by 
their Age and Birth to marry the King her Son, 
fhe fent to a Minifter at the Court of Naples, 
with Orders to put them up in Don Carios’s 
Clofet when he was out of the Way. ‘This be- 
ing done accordingly, when his Sicilian Majefty 
was hunting at Capo di Monte, when he re- 
turned and went into his Clofer, he there found 
the four Pictures, and view’d them with very 
great Attention. The Minifter whom the Queen 
of Spain had trufted with the Secret, took Care 
to be prefenr at the fame time, and ask‘d the 
King, To which’ of the four Piétures he gave 
the Preference ? The young Monarch, who had 
never feen either of the Princefles that they re- 
prefented, pointed to that of the Princefs Royal 
of Poland, adding, that were he to take his 
Choice, that fhould be a Wife for him Upon 
this the Minifter told him, that if he turn’d to 
the Backfide of the Pitture, his Majefty would 
there fee the Princefs’s Name ; the King was 
eager to turn ir, and feeing that "twas Princefs 
Mary Amelia of Saxony, he faid, She fhall be 
my Queen, and I will inftantly write my Mind 
to the King my Father, and the Queen my 
Mother. 

Letters from Leghorn fay, the News of one of 
Baron ‘Thcodore’s Secretaries being executed at 
Baftia by Order of the Genoefe Commiflary Ge- 
neral, has put ‘everal Families of that State who 
have Children or Relations upon the Ifland of 
Corfica in the Genoefe Service into a very great 
Coniternation, becaufe they have heard that the 
Malecontents are fo exafperated at this Execu- 
tion, that they have threatened to ufe Reprifals, 
and to put every Genoefe they can light upon 
to Death: And they have accordingly received 
Advice, that the very Nizht after the Execution 
of that unfortunate Secretary, the Malecontents 
took a Veficl which was fént from Baftia to fur- 
prize their Tower at Campoloro, A Serjeant, 

10 Grenadi: rs, and 11 Seamen, landing for that 
Purpofe, fell into an Ambufcade of the Male- 
contents who took them, and every Man of “em 
was next Morning found hanging in the Sight 
of Baftia; which Execution was the more tere 
rifying to the ‘Town's People, becaufe they 
heard the very Centries of the Malecontents 
call out to them, that this Execution was by 
vay of Reprifal for the Execution of one of their 
King’s Secretaries; and that their Generals 
were refolved to hang and burn all the Prifoners 
that are or fhall hereafter fall into their Hands. 

By Letters from /taly, we are informed, That 
the Grand Duke of Tufeany is adviled to haften 
his Departure for his Italian Dominions, in 
order to prevent the fatal Confequences that 
the Alterations may occafion which have been 
made in the Government of Tufcany, the People 
of that Country threatening tq commit Diforders 
in Cafe they ‘do not foon fee their Sovercign. 
As this Dukedom was mighty ill governed in the 
preceeding Reign, the Prince of Craon has 
made very confiderable Changes, whith though 





they really tend to the Reformation of the Star, 
yet as they affect many particular Perfons, o¢. 
cafion great Clamours againft this Prince’s Aq. 
miniftration, it having been infinuated thar je 
has traniacted thefe Thizgs without any {pecia} 
Direction, but from mecr Caprice, and tha 
the new Grand Duke would difapprove of at leag 
a great Part of tliefe Tranfactions. What cop. 
firms the People ftill more in this falle Idea, jg 
the Milunderftanding which fubfifts betwee, 
the Prince of Craon and the Electrets Dowager 
Palatine. 

Letters from Lisbon mention a remarkable 
Robbery committed lately at the Palace of the 
King of Portugal's Brother Don Francis. A, 
that Prince was hunting fome Weeks ago 
Semora, fome Robbers found Means’ durip 
his Abfence, to get into his Palace, and flo 
away all his Jewels out of his Clofr viz g 
Button tor his Hat, and a Clafp adorn’d with 
{mall Rofe Diamonds, and 11 — ones; 
String to put round his Hat, conhiting of 355 
Diamords, fome cur after the Manner of Roies, 
and others flat; 2 Butions for the Neck, cop. 
fifting each of a Brilliant; a Sword Hilt gar. 
nifhed with 200 Diamonds; a Hanger with g 
Handle of Agat, adorned with 270 Diamonds 
and 59 Rubies; befides $0 Diamonds and 
Rubies which garnith the Bow of it; and; 
Buttons for a Coat, each of which confitted of 3} 
{mall Rofe Diamonds : At the fame time there 
whers ftole 14 Rofe Diamonds that were not fe, 
a Topaz incloied in Gold, a Veffel of Rock Cry- 
ftal adorn’d with Silver, and a Gold Medal cn. 
amell’d, reprefenting St. Ingracia. 

They write from Paris, That M. Dubois, 
the famous Surgeon and Oculift who fome time 
ago went down into the fubtcrraneons Places at 
Montmartre gives out, that he has difcover'’d a 
confiderable Trea‘ure there, He fays, that thofe 
Cells are very well arch’d, and that they lead 
by feveral Paflages to the Church in the Street 
of St. Dennis; that he faw feveral Figures of 
Brafs, an Altar which he fuppofed to be erected 
to the God Mars, and feveral Iron Chefts, which 
he pretends are full. He alfo found a preat Num- 
ber of dead Bodies, and Heaps of Goods, which, 
upon the very Touch, crumbled to Duft. He 
adds, that at the Bottom of thofe Caves he faw 
feveral frightful Animals, which however did 
him no Harm. He was ; Hours in rambli 
about the Place, and fuffer’d very much by the 
Damps. He faw Iron Gates at fome of the Caves, 
and others had no Way into them but a Hole 
at the Top, of a Foot fquare. He has made a 
2d Search, and found 3 Copper Medals, one of 
which being about the Size of a Crown Piece, 
reprefents Auguftus Cafar on one Side, and the 
Goddefs Iris on the other. 

By private Letters from Holland we learn, 
that neither of the French Minifters at Copen- 
hagen and Stockholm have been able to fucceed 
in their Negociations, to engage thofe Courts td 
enter into the Treaty propofed by that of France, 
but that on the contrary, the Danith Court has 
accepted of the Propoials made by that of Great 
Britain, and confents to furnifh 10000 Med 
whenfoever thereto required. It is thought 
that the Court of Sweden will foon follow the 
fame Example. The Britifh Court has repre- 
fented in the ftrongeft Terms, how much the 
Balance of Power and the Protcftane Intereft 
may be endangered, by too ftrict an Union be- 
tween the Houfes of Auftria and Bourben, if 
ever the Cardinal fhould be fucceeded by a Mi# 
nifter lef pacific and mere avaritious. “The 
Courts aforcfaid appeared fo well convinced of 
the Force of thefe Reafons, as leaves no room td 
doubt of a grand Proteftant Alliance being 
formed, as has been already mentioned

And asa further 
Encouragement, the Lord Vifcoust Gage hath 
promifed a Reward of sol]. to any Perton 
making fuch Di(covery. 

Charles Kilpis, of Hardinftone in the County 
of Northampton, having reprefented to theK ing, 
that on Saturday the 17th of December laft, he, 
on his Return from Northampton to Hardin- 
ftone, the Place of his Abode, betwecn the 
Hours of Seven and Eight at Night, was fet 
upon, affaulted and robbed by feveral Perfons 
who’ were unknown to to him, fome of whom, 
by the Advantage of the Night, came behind 
him and at the very firft Blow ftruck him to the 
Ground, and by repeated Blows cut him in fo

tholomew Clarke, Efg; Merchant, of Garlick 
Hill, London, has promifed a Reward of Fifty 
Pounds to any Perfon or Perfons making fach 
Difcovery as aforefaid, to be paid upon the 
Conviétion of the Offender or Offenders. 

The whimfical Society of Free Afafons, having 
been often the Subjeét of Difcourfe in England, 
and.of late in Holland, France, and other States,

Firft of all, ( fays the Letter Writer) the Perfons

piendary is conduéted by the Propofer, who be= 
comes his God-Father, into one of the Cham- 
bers of the Lodge where there is no Lighr, and 
they ask him, Whether he has a Calling to be ve~ 
ceived? He anfwers Yes; after which they ask 
him his Name, Sirname and Quality; take 
from him all Metals or Jewels which he may 
have about him, as Buckles, Buttons, Rings, 
Boxes, &c. his Right Knee is uncovered, he 
wears his Left Shoe as a Slipper, then they 
blindfold him and keep him in that Condition 
about an Hour, delivered up to his Reflections : 
After this the God-Father goes and knocks three 
Times at the Door of the Reception-Room in 
which the venerable Grand-Mafter cf the 
Loige is, who anfwers by three Knocks from 
within, and orders the Door to be opened ; 
then the God Father fays, That a Gentleman, 
by Name -----~--- prefents himfelf in order to be ve- 
ceived: (Norte, that both on the Outfide and 
within this Chamber, feveral Brothers ftand 
with their Swords drawn, in order to keep off “ 
prophane People.) The Grand-Matter, who has 
about his Neck a blue Riband cut ina Triangle, 
fays, 4sk him whether be has the Calling? The 
God-Father puts him the Queftion, and the 
Recipiendary having anfwered in the Affirma- 
tive, the Grand-Mafter orders him to be 
brought in; then they introduce him, and 
make him take three Turns in the Room, round 
a Sort of Writing on the Floor, in which they 
draw with a Pencil upon two Columns, a Sort 
of Reprefentation of the Ruins of Solomon's 
Temple, on each Side of chat Space they alfo 
make with the Pencil a great / and a great 3, 
which they don’t explain ‘till after the Re- 
ception. Inthe Middle there are three lighted 
W axCandles laid inaTriangle, upon which they 
throw Gunpowder and Rofin at the Novice's 
Arrival, in order to frighten him by the Effect 
of thofe Matters: The three Turns being 
made, the Recipiendary is brought into the 
Middle of the Writing above-mentioned in 
three Paufes, over againft the Grand-Mattcr, 
who is at the upper End behind an Arm- 
Chair, on which is the Book of St. John's 
Gofvel, and asks him, Do you feel the Call. 
ing? Upon his anfwering, 7es, the Grand- 
Matter fays, Shecw him the Light, he bas been long 
erxough deprived of it. In that Inftant they take 
off the Cloth from before his Eyes, and all the 
Brothers flanding in a Circle draw their Swords ; 
they caufe the Recipiendary to advance in three 
Paufes up to a Stool which is at the Foot of the 
Arm.Chair; the Brother Orator addrefles him 
in thefe Terms, You are going to embrace a re- 
Spettable Order, which is move ferious than you 
imagine, there is mthing in it againft the Law, 
againft Religion, againft the State, againft the 
Aing, ror againft Manners, The venerable Grand 
Mafler will tell you the refi: At the fame time 
they make him kneel on the Stool with his right 
Knee, which is bare, and hold the lefr Foot in 


-the Air; then the Grand Mafter fays to him, 


You promife never to trace, write, or reveal the Se 
crets of the Free-Mafons or Free-Maforry, but to a 
Brother in the Lodge, and in the Grand Mafter's 
Prefexce? Then they uncover his Breaft to fee 
if he is not a Woman, and put a Pair of Com- 
pafles on his left Pap, which he holds himfelf; 
he puts his right Hand on the Gofpel, and pro- 
nounces his Oath in thefe Terms, J confent that 
my Tongue may be pulled out, my Fleart torn to 
Pieces, my Body burnt, and my Ahes feattered ; 
that there may be xo more mertion made of me among ft 
Mankind, it” Fc. after which he kiffes the Book. 
Then the Grand Mafter makes him ftand by 
him; they give him the Free Mafon’s Apron, 
which is a white Skin, a Pair of Men's Gloves 
for him{elf, and a Pair of Women's for the Per- 
fon of that Sex for whom he has the moft Efteem. 
They alfo explain to him the Jand the B trac’d 
on the Floor, which are the Type of the Sign 
by which rhe Brothers know one another. The 
J fignities Jakhin, and the B Roaz. In the 
bigns which the Free Mafons make among one 
another they reprefenc thofe two Words, by 
parting she right Hand tothe left Side of the 
Chia, from whenge they draw it back upor the 
fame Line to the right Side; then they Grike

the Skirt of” cheir Coat. on the right Side alfo, 
ftretch out their Hands to each other, laying the 
right Thunib upon the great Joint of his Com- 
rade’s firtt Finger, which is accompanied with 
the Word Jakhin; they ftrike their Breatts 
with the right Hand, and take each other by 
the Hand agaio, by q> yore touching with 
the right Thumb the firft and great Joint of the 
middle Finger, which is accompany’d with the 
Word Boaz. This Ceremony being perform’d 
and explained, the Recipiendary is called Bro- 
ther; after which they fit down, and, with the 
Graod Matter's Leave, drink the new Brother's 
Health: Every Body hes his Bottle. When 
they have a Mind to drink, they fay Give fome 
Powder, viz. fill the Glafs. The Grand Matter 
fays, Lay your Hands to your Firelocks , tlien they 
drink the Brother’s Health, and the Glaf, is car- 
ried in threé different Motions to ths Mouth ; 
before they fer tt down on the ‘Table they lay 
ir to their left Pap, then to the right, and then 
forwards, and in three other Paufes they lay the 
Glafs perpendicular upon the Table; clap their 
Hands three times, and cry three times Vivat. 
They obferve to have three Wax Candles put 
ina Triangle om the Table. If they perceive, 
or fa'peét that forme futpicious Perfon has incro- 
duced himfelf amongft them, they declare it, 
by iaying, it vains, which fignifies that they 
orhing. Asfome People might have 
difsovered the Signs which denote the Terms 
Pheer and Boaz, a Free Mafon may be known 
y taking him by the Hand as above-mentioned, 
and pronouncing J, to which the other anfwers 
‘A; the firft fays K, the fecond replies H; the 
*firft ends with 1, and the other with N, which 
makes Jakbin. It is the fame in regard to 
Boaz. Thee two Words allude to the brazen 
Pillars which Solomon placed on each Side of 
the Porch of the Temple, one of which was 
called Yakbin, the other Beaz, according to 
1 Kings, Chap. vii. Ver. 21.

Worcefter, 12. la onday between 
the — of 7 8 at Night, wasa mot dread- 
fulTempeft orHurricane here, which blew down 
feveral Chimnies, untiled and fhattered feveral 
Houfes, blew down a Stack,of Chimnies by the 
Guildhall, which beat down the Roof and Ceil- 
ing over the Crown Bar, toa véry confiderable 
Damage ; it alfo did fome fmall Damage to the 
Tops of the Towers of the two new-built 
Churches. In the Country adjacent it blew down 
feveral Chimnies, Barns and Outhoufes, tore up 
Trees, particularly at Stoughton 4 Miles from 
this City, a Tree being broke in the Middle, the 
‘broken upper Part, of at leaft 600 Ib. Weight, 
was blewn 18. Yards diftance from the lower 
flanding Part thereof. At Emly, we hear a Barn 
and feveral Out-houfes were blown down, and a 
Cow kill'd.inone of them. And that the Thatch 
of feveral Houfes round the Country being blown 
off, the poor Inhabitants live expofed to the In- 
clemency of the Weather. 

Briftol, Fan. 14. We had laft Monday, at 
the-Clofe of the Evening, and a Continuance 
of it for fome Hours in the Night, fach a violent 
Storm of Wind, Hail and Rain, thar the like 
has not been felt fince the great November 
Storm in 1703. At the King’s Watch-Houfe 
‘at Pill, the Water never flowed fo high fince 
that Storm, tillnow, when it came within four 
or five Inches ot the Mark then made in the 


faid Houfe ; the Cuftom-Houfe Boat which ' 


came from thence, and divers others, were in 
Danger of being loft on the Lee-Shore, being 
feveral times on it, but got off again. A Lighter 
laden with Faggots is funk. The Hawkins, 
Copt. Gole, (who is fick on Shore) bound to the 
‘Cape de Verde Iflands and Carolina, is drove on 
the Marth in Gloucefterfhire, and it’s doubtful 
whether the’ll get off. The King David Bri- 
ntine, bound to Philadelphia, was drove from 
whet Moorings (in the Hole) upon Cannons- 
Marth, belonging to Mr. Clements, but got off 
the next Morning with much Difficulty. The 
Hebnoufe, and the Queen Mary, were drove 





on Shore in Sea-Millss the former is got off. 
All the Low-Lands on Gloucfterfhire and So- 
mecferthire fides have been overflowed, and 
abundance of Sheep, &c. wathed off and 
drown’d, and large Quantities of Timber have 
beén feen Searing in the River. Toby Fox, 


one of the oldeft Boatmen of the River, is 
drowned, and his Body found. "Tis feared many 
others have fuffered the fame Fate. The Wa 

ter broke in over the Sea Banks in the Horwell- 
Meads with fuch Force, that feveral Garden 
Walls were thrown down, and other Damage 
done to that Neighbourhood. The Low-Lands 
in Barton-Regis have been fo overflowed, that 
abundance of Sheep were drowned there. The 
Frefhes too, occafioned by the Rain and Hail, 


joined with the Rapidity of the Tides, having 


done incredible Damage to this City, by the 
overflowing of thofe Streets, Cellers and Houfes, 
near the Water, particularly on the Key, it 
carried off, as we are informed, upwards of 
forty Hogfheads of Oil, &c. belonging to feve- 
ral Merchants of this City, the Damage amount- 
ing to feveral hundred Pounds; aljo a large 
Number of Deals, Mahogony Plank, Pirch and 
Tar, &c. and did great Damage to the Tobacco 
and other Goods in the Ware-houfes and Cellers. 
On the Back, divers Shopkeepers fuffered alfo in 
their Cellers, to a very confiderable Damage; 
and a Sugar-Baker near Counter-Slip received 
fo much Damage in Sugars as amounts to 3001. 
The Inhabitants on Temple-Backs, Redcliff- 
Backs, St. James’s Back, and other Places near 
the River, alfo fuffered much. The Water 

thed fo fuddenly into the Three Mariners on 
the Key, that it immediately put out che Fire in 
the Kitchen. 

It would be endlels almoft to relate the me- 
lancholy Aecounts we receive from divers Peo- 
ple; bur the following’ may be depended on as 
coming from very ee d Hands. A publick 
Houfe, called the ¢ Horfhoes, aboura Mile 
from the New Paffage, ‘was Carry’d away by the 
Torrent, with all the Houfhold Goods, and 
Barrels of Liquor; but the People faved their 
Lives by atimely Efcape.” Mr. Richards at the 
New Paffage Houfe has loft agreat many Sheep, 
and received much Damage in his Cellers and 
Houfe. The Sea-Wall near the Farm called 
the Sale-Houfe, about 200 Yards long, is broke 
down and deftroyed, and it's computed will coft 
4. or 5001. to rebuild it. An Outhoufe belong- 
ing to Philip Brawy, near the faid Salt-Houfe, 
was carried away; with feveral Calves therein, 
The Widow Brown in Redwick, about a Mile 
diftant, had 16 Barrels of Cyder ftaved:in her 
Houfe Stephen Hoftler, a Farmer at Redwick, 
has loft upwards of 200 Sheep ; and Jane Jayne 
of Chitnen 60 Sheep. We have’ an Account 
trom old Bury in the Marfh, that a Woman, 
four Children, and two Men Servants, were 
drowned in one Houfe: That the Water came 
in with fuch Rapidity four Miles up the Lands 
from the Severn, that the People made feveral 
Alarms for Help fucceflively: That a great 
Number of Sheep were drowned in that Parifh ; 
and the Damage done to the Sea-Walls ‘tis 
thought will coft 1400]. ery! 

At Thornbury one Ph. Beafy had the Mif- 
fortune to lofe his Wife, five Children, and two 
Maids, by the Sea Banks broke down, and 
the Floods breaking in: He faved himfelf by 
fiting upon the Ridge of his Houle till next 
Morning, when a Boat took him off.
